The news of the mur der flashed 
all over the countr yside in an in­ 
cr edibly shor t time.

for med all along the r ailr oad and 
hur r ied to Luling, iieavily ar med 
Bloodhounds 
wer e 
pr essed 
into 
ser vice. 
The br utes quickly took Thomas 
tr ail when the scene of the killing 
was r eached, and the negr o was 
found in a thick clum.p of br ush- 
He was wounded befor e his cap­ 
tur e could be effected. Then, with 
a r ope tied ar ound 
his neck, he 
was dr agged into Luling as if he 
wer e so much car r ion. 
A 
few 
shots wer e fir ed into his body. 
When Luling was r eached the 
unconscious negr o was thr own into 
his cabin and the cabin fir ed. 
It is 
doub*:ful if he 
had any sense of 
feeling left in him by this time, but 
his executioner s thought that fir e 
should play a par t in his punish­ 
ment. 
The cabin was allowed to 
bur n to the gr ound.

W a s h i n g t o n, Jan. 2 7 — A re­ 
port prepared by Representative 
Littlefield to accompany the anti­ 
trust bill reported to the house by 
the judiciary committee was pre­ 
sented yesterday by Representative 
Overstreet, of Indiana. 
Mr. L it­ 
tlefield was in N ew England in­ 
vestigating the coal siiuition along 
the coast. 
The report treats of the 
trust question at length. 
Of the 
bill reported, it says : 
“ 
Its purpose is more effectively 
to regulate and control, on 
con­ 
servative lines, industrial and busi­ 
ness combinations which in their 
operation 
prove injunou?^ 
to the 
public welfare. 
It is believed to 
be a decided step in the advance of 
existing 
legislation. 
It iiavolves 
toe idea of publicity and additional 
legislation to prevent discrimina­ 
tions by rebate or special privileges 
upon toe part of railroad companies. 
It seeks to prevent the effort to de­ 
stroy competition in particular lo­ 
calities by discrimination in prices, 
and prohibits railroad companies 
from transporting goods in viola­ 
tion of the provisions of law, and 
contains 
provisions intended 
to 
facilitate the enforcement of this 
act as well as existing legislation 
on the same lines.”
